1959  -  April  30,  i960,  and  to  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in 
the  history  of  the  medical  college  of  georgia. 

Sensing  the  impoirtance  of  informing  the  alumni  of  ma- 
jor EVENTS  AT  THEIR  ALMA  MATER,  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

Foundation  have  requested  me  to  write  a  sketch  of  our 

NEW  PRESIDENT,   HARRY  B,  O'REAR.     I  AM  PLEASED  TO  COMPLY 

with  their  request  and  i  hope  that  the  alumni  will  support 
Dr.  O^Rear  in  the  same  manner  as  they  supported  the  last 
two  administrations,  those  of  g.  lombard  kelly  and  my- 
SELF. 

To  PRESENT  AN  AUTHENTIC  SKETCH  OF  DR.  O^REAR,   IT  IS 
NECESSARY  TO  INJECT  A  FEW  PERSONAL  REFERENCES,   FOR  WHICH 
I  ASK  YOUR  PARDON  AND  INDULGENCE.     THERE  ARE  OTHER  KEY- 
MEMBERS  OF  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE  TEAM  WITH  WHOM  THE  ALUMNI 
SHOULD  BE  ACQUAINTED,  AND  I  DEEM  IT  WORTHWHILE  TO  INFORM 
THEM  OF  THE  MANNER  IN  WHICH  THE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE  OPERATES. 

Therefore,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  disseminating  this 

INFORMATION,  WHICH  AGAIN  IS  DERIVED  FROM  PERSONAL  OBSERVA- 
TION. 

HARRY  B.  O^REAR,  M.  D. 

PRESIDENT,   MEDICAL  COLLEGE  OF  GEORGIA 

On  June,  9,  i960,  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Univer- 
sity System  of  Georgia  elected  Harry  B.  O^Rear  president 
of  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia.    While  young  in  years, 

HE  HAD  BROAD  EXPERIENCE  IN  ADMINISTRATIVE  WORK.     HE  CAME 
TO  THE  COLLEGE  TEN  YEARS  PREVIOUSLY  AS  HEAD  OF  THE  DEPART- 
MENT OF  Pediatrics.    Dr.  G.  Lombard  Kelly,  then  presi- 
dent, READILY  RECOGNIZED  HIS  CAPABILITIES  ON  HIS  FIRST  VISIT 
AND  APPOINTED  HIM  ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  IN  CHARGE  OF  THE  DE- 
PARTMENT.   His  outstanding  contributions  to  education  dur- 
ing HIS  FIRST  YEAR  WARRANTED  HIS  PROMOTION  TO  THE  PROFES- 
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soRSHip.    He  relinquished  the  chairmanship  in  1957.  The 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PEDIATRICS,   UNDER  HIS  SUPERVISION,  BECAME 
OUTSTANDING.     HiS  STUDENTS,  AS  WELL  AS  RESIDENTS,  WERE 
IMBUED  WITH  HIS  OWN  SPIRIT  OF  THOROUGHNESS  AND  PROGRESS 
IN  EDUCATIONAL  ENDEAVORS  AS  WELL  AS  IN  SERVICE.     THE  TRAIN- 
ING SCHOOL  AT  Grace  WOOD  was  incorporated  in  the  curricu- 
lum AND  ENABLED  HIM  TO  INAUGURATE  HIS  FAVORITE  CONCEPT  OF 

teaching  '^total  medicine^\   if  a  teacher  is  judged  by  the 
proficiency  of  his  product,  his  residents  truly  reflect  his 
prowess  as  an  educator,  many  of  them  having  continued  to 
participate  in  educational  activities  and  retaining  the  re- 
spect which  they  have  felt  for  their  preceptor. 

In  the  early  months  of  the  year  1953,  Dr.  Kelly  an- 
nounced TO  THE  Executive  Committee  of  the  College  that 
he  had  submitted  to  the  regents  his  resignation  as  presi- 
dent, effective  june  30,  1953.   the  members  of  this  com- 
mittee requested  the  writer  to  consent  to  the  proposal 
that  his  name  be  submitted  to  the  regents  to  succeed  dr. 
Kelly.    This  request,  which  came  from  such  stalwarts  as 
Drs.  g.  T.  Bernard,  W.  J.  Cranston,  V.  P.  Sydenstrickef^ 
J.  H.  Sherman  and  W.  H.  Hamilton,  was  so  highly  compli- 
mentary THAT  IT  demanded  SERIOUS  CONSIDERATION. 

The  Talmadge  Hospital  was  under  construction,  a  new 
administration  building  had  been  planned,  the  student  bodlt 
was  to  be  increased  from  75  to  100  per  class  which  would 
necessitate  the  addition  of  a  full-time  faculty  member  to 
each  department.   with  qualms,  i  studied  the  situation, 
and  after  humble  introspection  i  agreed  to  accept  the  ap- 
POINTMENT IF  THE  Regents  would  consent  to  the  appoint- 
ment OF  A  DEAN.    The  Executive  Committee  agreed  to  this 

STIPULATION,  AND  UPON  MY  PRESENTATION  OF  THIS  PROPOSAL  TO 

THE  Chancellor,  the  Regents  also  approved. 

A  DEAN  SHOULD  POSSESS  AN  ANALYTICAL  MIND,  AND  AN  ABI- 
LITY TO  DEVISE  A  CONSTRUCTIVE  PROGRAM  OF  EDUCATION.  HE 
SHOULD  BE  A  STIMULATING  TEACHER,  A  LEADER  WHO  CAN  DEVISE 
A  COMPREHENSIVE  CURRICULUM  IN  TOTAL  MEDICINE,  ONE  WITH  A 
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SOUND,    BASIC  KNOWLEDGE  OF  THE  IDEALS  OF  MEDICAL  PROGRESS 
WITH  AN  UNDERSTANDING  OF  THE  INTER-RELATIONSHIP  OF  THE  MEM- 
BERS OF  THE  FACULTY  FOR  FULL  BENEFIT  TO  THE  STUDENTS,  AND 
A  PERSON  WITH  BROAD  VISION  AND  FIRM  CONVICTIONS  WHOSE  IDEAS 
WOULD  INFILTRATE  AND  PERMEATE  BY  CONTAGION,    RATHER  THAN 

compelled  enforcement.    my  observation  of  the  work  of 
Harry  O'Rear  for  three  years  convinced  me  that  he  was  the 
man  for  this  position,    several  members  of  the  faculty 
whom  i  considered  key-men  agreed  with  me  and  therefore, 
as  president,  my  first  official  act  was  to  recommend  his 
appointment  as  dean  of  the  faculty,    the  progress  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia  during  my  administration  was 
largely  due  to  the  advice  and  support  i  received  from  dean 

O'REAR  AND  DR.   RUFUS  PAYNE,  ADMINISTRATOR  OF  THE  EUGENE 
TALMADGE  HOSPITAL.     THE  GREATEST  ACHIEVEMENT  OF  THIS  AD- 
MINISTRATION WAS  CONVINCING  THE  CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  NECES- 
SITY OF  PLACING  THE  HOSPITAL  UNDER  DIRECT  CONTROL  OF  THE  AD- 
MINISTRATION OF  THE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE.     THE  HOSPITAL  THUS 
BECAME  AN  INTEGRAL  PART  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  FOR  THE  COLLEGE  INCREASED  FROM 
$589,000  IN  1953  TO  $4,032,000  IN  1958.     THIS  LATTER  APPRO- 
PRIATION INCLUDED  $3,  000,  000  FOR  THE  HOSPITAL  WHICH  ENABLED 
THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  A  TRUE  FULL-TIME  FACULTY  IN  THE  CLIN- 
ICAL AREA  AS  WELL  AS  IN  THE  BASIC  SCIENCES, 

My  PLANS  FOR  RETIREMENT  WERE  DISCUSSED  WITH  DEAN 
O^REAR,   because  I  DEEMED  IT  ESSENTIAL  THAT  HE  REMAIN  AS  AN 
ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICER,     HE  WAS  COGNIZANT  OF  OUR  AIMS  AS 
WELL  AS  OUR  PROBLEMS.     I  RECEIVED  HIS  COMMITMENT  TO  RE- 
MAIN AS  DEAN  PROVIDED  A  PRESIDENT  WOULD  BE  APPOINTED  WHO 
POSSESSED  THE  IDEALS  OF  MEDICAL  EDUCATION  WHICH  HE  SUPPOR- 
TED.   When  we  discussed  the  possibility  of  his  appointment 

AS  MY  SUCCESSOR,   HE  STATED  THAT  HE  WOULD  BE  HIGHLY  COMPLI- 
MENTED,  BUT  UNDER  NO  CIRCUMSTANCES  WOULD  HE  SEEK  THE  PO- 
SITION,    To  ME,  AS  AN  ALUMNUS  AND  AS  A  FACULTY  MEMBER  OF 
38  YEARS,   THIS  ASSURANCE  WAS  VERY  GRATIFYING,  AND  I  FELT 
THAT  I  COULD  RETIRE  WITH  CONFIDENCE  IN  THE  CHANCELLOR,  THE 

BOARD  OF  Regents  and  the  faculty  that  the  problem  of  my 
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successor  would  be  satisfactorily  solved,   whatever  opin- 
ions i  may  have  had  as  to  the  appointment  of  my  successor 
were  only  expressed  to  the  chancellor  at  his  request. 

In  order  not  to  rush  into  such  an  important  matter,  the 
Regents  appointed  Dr,  O'Rear  Acting  President  and  seve- 
ral other  educators  were  considered.    After  two  years  of 
careful  observation  and  deliberation,  the  regents  recog- 
NIZED THE  VALUE  OF  THE  SERVICES  OF  DR,   O^REAR,  AND  THE  CON- 
TINUED PROGRESS  OF  THE  SCHOOL  UNDER  TRYING  CIRCUMSTANCES, 
DURING  THIS  PERIOD  HE  HAD  FILLED  SEVERAL  FACULTY  VACANCI  ES, 
BEGUN  THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  THE  CLINICAL  RESEARCH  ANNEX  TO 
THE  HOSPITAL,  AND  COMPLETED  THE  LAND-TRADE  WITH  THE  CITY 

OF  Augusta,  projects  which  he  had  aided  me  in  developing. 

In  addition,  he  secured  an  appropriation  of  $500,  000  FOR 
NEW  LIBRARY  FACILITIES  AND  INAUGURATED  A  PROGRAM  FOR  THE 
ACQUISITION  OF  MORE  LAND  IN  PROXIMITY  TO  THE  COLLEGE,  HE 

also  procured  an  additional  appropriation  of  $500,  000  for 
increasing  the  patient  load  of  the  hospital, 

Dr,  O'Rear  is  a  native  of  Alabama,  He  received  the 
a,  b,  degree  from  the  university  of  alabama  and  the  m. 
d,  degree  from  the  university  of  pennsylvania,  his 

SCHOLASTIC  HONORS  INCLUDE  MEMBERSHIPS  IN  PHI  BETA  KAPPA, 

Phi  Eta  Sigma,  gamma  Sigma  Epsilon  and  Alpha  Omega 
Alpha,    As  a  medical  officer  in  the  U,  S,  Army,  he  served 
over  two  years,  much  of  which  was  in  the  Far  East,  His 
post  graduate  training  in  pediatrics  was  obtained  at  duke 
University  under  Dr,  Wilburt  C,  Davison,  Dean,    He  was 
a  member  of  the  faculty  of  duke  prior  to  coming  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia.    I  have  personally  heard  Dr. 
DAVISON  praise  Dr.  O'Rear  on  two  occasions.    He  consid- 
ered HIM  ONE  OF  THE  BEST  RESIDENTS  WHO  SERVED  IN  HIS  DE- 
partment of  pediatrics. 

Dr.  O'Rear  has  hobbies  which  require  the  good  habit  of 
meticulousness,  an  asset  to  an  effective  executive.  he 
is  a  registered  radio  ham-operator  and  has  developed  ex-

AND  TO  EQUIP  HIS  HOME  WITH  INTER-COM  AS  WELL  AS  MUSICAL 

OUTLETS,    His  newest  hobby  is  sailing.    With  his  young  son 

AS  HIS  CREWMAN,   HE  SUCCESSFULLY  COMPETES  IN  THE  SAILING 
EVENTS  OF  A  BOAT  CLUB,

RUFUS  WAS  BORN  IN  CHEROKEE  COUNTY,   NORTH  CAROLINA, 
He  RECEIVED  HIS  PREMEDICAL  EDUCATION  AT  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 

Georgia  and  graduated  from  the  Medical  College  of  Geor- 
gia IN  i933o    After  an  internship  at  Erlanger  Hospital  in 
Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  he  entered  the  field  of  public 

HEALTH  AND  PREVENTIVE  MEDICINE,   RECEIVING  HIS  MASTER^S  DE- 
GREE FROM  JOHNS  Hopkins  University  in  1939.    He  was  ap- 
pointed Superintendent  of  the  State  Tuberculosis  Hospit- 
al AT  Alto,  Georgia  in  1945  and  in  1946  he  moved  with  the 
HOSPITAL  TO  Rome,  Georgia  when  the  former  U,  S,  Army 
Battey  Hospital  was  acquired  by  the  State  of  Georgia,  He 
not  only  proved  to  be  an  able  administrator,  but  he  acquir- 
ed AN  expert  knowledge  OF  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  PARTICIPATED  IN 
THE  EVALUATION  OF  THE  THEN-NEW  CHEMOTHERAPEUTIC  AGENTS, 
He  early  RECOGNIZED  THE  IMPORTANCE  OF  TEACHING  AND  CON- 
sultant affiliation,  and  he  therefore  developed  an  inti- 
mate attachment  with  the  medical  college  of  georgia,  the 
Battey  Hospital  became  an  affiliated  hospital  of  the  col- 
lege FOR  RESIDENT  TRAINING,     HiS  VALUABLE  CONTRIBUTIONS 

were  nationally  recognized  and  he  was  honored  with  the 
appointment  of  consultant  to  the  united  states  public 
Health  Service  in  1952, 

When  the  Legislature,  under  the  guidance  of  Governor 
Herman  Talmadge,  appropriated  the  money  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  for  the  construction  of  a  general  hospi  t- 

AL  ON  THE  CAMPUS  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE  OF  GEORGIA,  DR, 

Payne,  in  1952,  was  assigned  the  task  of  superintending 
the  construction,  and  upon  completion,  he  assumed  the  po- 
sition of  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  a  position  he  con- 
tinued to  hold  after  the  transfer  of  the  control  of  the 
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hospital  to  the  medical  college  of  georgia  in  1956, 

His  proficiency  in  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  tuber- 
culosis WARRANTED  HIS  APPOINTMENT  TO  FACULTY  STATUS  AS 

Associate  Professor  of  MedicinEo    Rufus  is  an  indefatiga- 
ble WORKER  AND,   AS  A  PART  OF  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE  TEAM,  HE 
CONTRIBUTED  MUCH  TO  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  POLICIES  OF  THE 
COLLEGE,   TO  THE  INTEGRATION  OF  THE  HOSPITAL  INTO  THE  UNDER- 
GRADUATE TEACHING  PROGRAM  AND  TO  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  A 
COMPREHENSIVE  RESIDENT  TRAINING  PROGRAM,       HiS  INTEREST  IN 
MEDICAL  EDUCATION,    ESPECIALLY  AT  HIS  ALMA  MATER,  PERMIT-

VERSITY OF  Toronto,  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  1938,  After 
completing  an  internship  at  the  vancouver  general  hospit- 
al he  served  two  years  successively  as  a  fellow  in  path- 
ology and  bacteriology  at  the  banting  institute  of  the 
University  of  Toronto. 

After  five  years  of  service  in  the  Royal  Canadian 
Navy,  he  was  appointed  Provincial  Director  of  the  Cana- 
dian Red  Cross  Blood  Transfusion  Service  for  two  years. 
He  came  to  the  United  States  as  Pathologist  at  the  King»s 
Daughters  Clinic  in  Temple,  Texas,    He  began  his  academic 
career  as  assistant  pathologist  of  baylor  university  hos- 
PITAL^ Instructor  in  Clinical  Pathology,  Southwestern 
Medical  School;  Assistant  Professor  of  Pathology,  Bay- 
lor University  School  of  Dentistry,  all  of  Dallas,  Texas. 
From  1950  to  1955  he  was  Assistant  and  Associate  Profes- 
sor OF  Pathology,  St,  Louis  (Mo.)  University  School  of 
Medicine,    In  1955  he  joined  the  faculty  of  the  Medical Cob- 
lege  of  Georgia  as  Associate  Professor  of  Pathology,  and 
in  1957  was  promoted  to  a  professorship.    he  is  a  diplo- 
mate  of  the  national  board  of  medical  examiners  and  of 
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THE  American  Board  of  Pathology  in  both  clinical  and  ana- 
tomical PATHOLOGYo 

Walter's  ability  to  get  along  with  people,  his  easy- 
going TEMPERAMENT,   AND  HIS  RAPID  ADAPTATION  TO  A  NEW  ENVI- 
RONMENT,  I  AM  SURE,  WERE  PRIME  FACTORS  IN  DR,  O'REAR'S 
SELECTION  OF  HIM  AS  DEANo     OTHER  QUALITIES  ARE  ALSO  NECES- 
SARY FOR  FULFILLING  THE  FUNCTIONS  OF  THIS  OFFICE,     THESE  RE- 
LATE TO  EDUCATIONAL  INTERESTS  WHICH  ARE  ADAPTABLE  TO  CHANGE 
AND  THE  ABILITY  TO  WEIGH  THE  VALUES  OF  THE  COMPONENT  PARTS 
OF  CHANGE,     WALTER  HAS  DISPLAYED  THESE  QUALITIES  AND  HIS 
ACTIONS  ARE  DELIBERATE  AND  METHODICAL,     HE  CAN  WELL  AS-

William  Ferguson  Hamilton  was  born  in  Tombstone,  Ari- 
zona IN  1893.

AND  RECEIVED  HIS  PH,    D.    IN  ZOOLOGY  AT  THE   UNIVERSITY  OF 

California  in  1921.    In  1934  he  was  appointed  Professor  and 
Chairman  of  Physiology  and  Pharmacology  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Georgia.  Previous  to  this  he  had  held  positions
